Marysville Flier, Brother 
Of Placerville Man, Dies 
In Flames Late Monday 


W. A. (Bill) Brander, Marysville 
aviator and brother of Robert Bran- 
der, of Placerville, was killed late 
Monday afternoon when his plane 
crashed and burned in a_ pasture 
near the airport at Corning. 

The Placerville man _ left for 
Marysville as soon as he received 
word of the tragedy. 

Two small boys reported they had 
seen the plane flying upside down 
a short time before it crashed. 
Brander was burned beyond recog- 
nition. 


Brander was reported to have 
flown the new ship, a Piper Cub, 
@& small cabin monoplane, to Cali- 
fornia from the Pennsylvania fac- 
tory a week ago. He was widely 
known in northern California fly- 
ing circles and in his earlier flying 
history he had been employed at 
crop dusting from the air in the 
Marysville vicinity. More recently 
he was a salesman for an airplane | 
factory. 

Brander lived in Yuba City where | 
his wife and a daughter, 13, survive 
him. 


SEPTEMBER GAS TAX OFF 
SLIGHTLY COMPARED 
WITH AUGUST 


SACRAMENTO — Showing the 
highest percentage of gain for any 
one month since August, 1937, gas- 
oline sales during September 
amounted to $157,553,366 gallons, | 
the State Board of Equalization re- 
ported today. 

The tax assessed against this to- 
tal amounted to $4,726,600.98, an in- 
crease of 10.50 per cent over the 
same month of the previous year. 


The board reports that with the 
Single exception of April, each 
month’s sales of gasoline during the 
current year have been greater than 
those of the same month of 1938. 
As a result it was anticpated that 
the record gasoline tax income of 
$51,601,430.05, achieved last year, 
probably would be exceeded in 1939. 


The tax for last month was 
Slightly under that for August when 
the board reported assessments am- 
ounting to $4,924,082.73. The peak 
in gasoline consumption usually is 
reached in August.

SAN FRANCISCO, ‘l’+—The bat- 
tle over Ham and Eggs for Califor- 
|nia entered the final week of the 
pre-election campaign today. 

In just seven days, on ‘luesday, 
Nov. 7, the 3,606,907 voters eligible 
to cast ballots in the state will de-| 
cide, for the second time in two 
years, the issue created by the pro- 
posal of California Life Retirement 
Payments Association that the state 
pay its retired citizens over 50 the 
equivalent of $30 in state war- 
| rants every Thursday for life. 

The sponsors say it will bring un- 
precedented prosperity to the state, 
end unemployment, stimulate busi- 
ness, set a pattern which can be! 
adopted nationally. 

The opponents, headed by Presi- | 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and for- 
mer president Herbert Hoover, de- | 
nounce the scheme as illusory, fan- | 
tastic, ruinous. Business says it) 
will be ruined and the state will | 
become bankrupt. 

The issue was fought last year in| 
connection with a gubernatorial | 
and senatorial election, The plan | 
drew 1.143,670 votes; and _ 1,398, 999 | 
votes against it, sending down to |

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William Allen White Appeals for 


Support for “Cash and Carry” Plan 


NEW YORK, N. Y.—Heading a 
nation-wide Non-Partisan Commit- 
tee for Peace through Revision of 
the Neutrality Law, William Allen 
White, noted author and editor of 
the Emporia (Kansas) Gazette, is- 
sued a statement warning that the 
course recommended by the ex- 
treme isolationists would throw the 
country into panic and a deeper de- 
pression that may shock the coun 
try more than war.

Different Shapes Best 


The usual cubical blocks are not 
the best. There should be some ob- 
Iceng in shape, two or three times 
as long as they are square on the 
end. A few strips, six inches or 
longer, are also desirable. There 
should be several pieces of the same 
dimension. Parents or older chil- 
dren can, with a saw and plane, 
make the best kind of simple build- 
ing material for the child under 
four or five. 


When a child deliberately breaks 
a toy or dashes it to pieces, punish 
him immediately, being sure that it 
was not an accident. But remember 
that being careful may not mean 
the same to the child as it does to 
you. 


Merely removing a toy from a 
child when he is rough with it may 
not teach him carefulness. Some 
children are so destructive with 
toys that they are given practically 
none. In order to learn carefulness, 
however, they must have toys and 
be taught to use them carefully,

THE CHILD from one to two is 
more interested in destroying than 
in building. He easily can cause 
something to happen when he tears 
things apart or breaks them. To do 
so gives him a sense of power. 

Parents, notably fathers, are in- 
clined to build up things for the 
baby to knock down. Observing the 
joy the child gets in doing so, the 
parent is tempted to go on at this 
sort of amusement over a period of 
months, even years. But this is not 
good for the child. It is teaching 
him the very thing he should not 
learn. If the child is to acquire an 
ability for useful self-amusement, 
be must learn to find enjoyment at 
construction. If, therefore, the par- 
ent is going to help the child at all 
with blocks, he will not let this 
child knock down the things built 
tor him. ‘ 


Without punishment, but with 
gentle restraint and patient, skilful 
suggestions, the baby can be taught 
to desist from knocking down the 
structure, and take the blocks down 
carefully, one by one. This is not 
a guess. I worked it out in great 
detail with my own children when 
they were very young. In conse-

HEED CROSSING SIGNS, 
CHIEF CATO WARNS 
MOTORISTS 


SACRAMENTO—To combat in- 
creasing carelessness of motorists 
who are risking their lives by ignor- 
ing warnings given by flagmen or 
mechanical signals at railroad grade 
crossings, which resulted in 164 per- 
sons being killed in 1938, Chief E. 
Raymond Cato, of the California 
Highway Patrol, Department of Mo- 
tor Vehicles, today issued orders for 
the arrest of such motorists. 

His order followed a report re- 
ceived from railroad operating ex- 
ecutives that motorists were show- 
ing a disregard for warnng signals 
at dangerous crossings by crossing 
over railroad when trains are ap- 
proaching. 

“The Section of the Vehicle Code 
requiring stops under certain con- 
ditions is written into our laws for 
the benefit and protection of our 
motorists,” said Chief Cato, “yet in 
1938, in addition to the 164 persons 
being killed, some 732 others were 
injured when their vehicles crash- 
ed into, or were struck by railroad 
trains of various types. 

“Too many motorists are taking | 
chances at railroad grade crossings | 
by continuing across the tracks in | 
spite of all the elaborate signals and | 
other safety devices which have been 
installed to warn them of the ap- 
proach of trains. 

“Our officers have been instruct- 
ed to pay particular attention to 
this Section of the law, the viola-: 
tion of which is a misdemeanor and 


| carries with it a penalty, upon first 


conviction, a fine not exceeding $50 
or imprisonment of not more than 
five days in the county jail.”
